VOICE OF FEAR 


Hook up an amplifier in your lobby and at frequent inter- 
vals have one of your house staff read scare messages in the 
style employed by the “bogey men” on the radio’s Inner Sanc- 
tum or The Shadow shows... a deep, sepulchural voice read- 
ing slowly and using a fearsome laugh as it challenges listeners 


to see this blood-chilling terror hit. Here’s some sample copy: 


1. Have you ever met a living ghost? ...A murderous thing that 
strikes without warning and kills without reason! If you think your 
nerves are strong enough to stand the shock of meeting one face 
to face, then come inside and see the month's eeriest picture. It's 


enough to make even a ghost shudder! 


2. Beware of The Living Ghost! Somewhere in the city a phan- 
tom fiend is running amuck, killing, destroying, creating a reign 
of terror that has the police completely baffled. His victims become 
things which do his bidding . . . white zombies of the modern world. 
Have you ever seen a nightmare walking? Well, you will when you 
see The Living Ghost. ..IF YOU DARE! 


The announcements should be interspersed with sepul- 
chural chuckles, and if you want to really do a job, have the 
announcer spot in some screams, shots and moans. Start each 
blurb off with the phrase... 
casting.” 


“This is the Voice of Fear broad- 
Incidentally, this copy can be easily adapted for spot 
radio announcements. 


ELECTRIC SHOCKER 


Your house electrician can 
rig up a little apparatus which 
will send a slight shock into lob- 
by gawkers who grab the han- 
dles. He can do it by using a 
couple of batteries attached to 
automobile door handles which 
can be picked up at a wrecking 
yard. The handles _ protrude 
from a black box appropriately 
decorated as shown here. Addi- 
tional copy should advise: 

Don't take a chance. If you can’t 
stand a test like this, imagine what 
will happen when you get a REAL 
SHOCK trom the weirdest mystery 


show of the season! It's a thriller- 
diller! 


TEST YOUR NERVES 


BEFORE YOU SEE THE 


‘Living Ghost’ 


If you're located in a city 
where penny arcades or carni- 
vals operate, you'll do even better by renting one of the regular 
electric machines which such spots always feature. Redecorate 
it with compo board painted black with white skeleton heads or 
drape a sheet around the machine to give it the appearance of 
a gigantic ghost with green lights for eyes, and the handles 
where the hands should be. 


Library Co-operation 


Contact the librarians at the public libraries to’ make up a 
recommended reading list for those interested in ghost stories. 
Have them arrange a special displpay of the many famous nov- 
els dealing with the subject, as well as short story collections 
and non-fiction works on the spirit world. Give them plenty of 
stills from “The Living Ghost” to help snare attention for the lay- 
out. For your lobby make up a placard listing the recommended 
ghost stories with the admonition that those who plan to see 
the film should tune up one these outstsanding examples of 
thrill literature. 


LOBBY GAGS PAY OFF! 


Not only do lobby gags draw 
passersby within “buying” dis- 
tance of your box office, but 
you'll find that regular patrons 
get a big kick out of the novelty 
stunts you can pull at little ex- 
pense. A thriller-diller like “The 
Living Ghost” is loaded with pos- 
sibilities for this kind of exploita- 
tion.

For current display rig up a 
big display of murder weapons 
which killers are wont to use— 
revolver, dagger, strangler'’s 
noose, chloroform bottle with 
gag, poison, etc. These can be 
laid out on a ‘able with a plac- 
ard asking: 

If “The Living Ghost’ Comes Af- 

ter You, Which of These Lethal 


Weapons Would You Prefer That 
He Use?

The macabre humor of this query will get lots of comment, 
and, of course, any display of death-dealing instruments will 
always draw attention. 


Other displays such as a skeleton or a collection of skulls, 
a peephole which gives ‘em a view of a dummy corpse with 
dagger in its chest, and gagged-up fright remedies—hair dye 
for those whose hair might turn white with fright, heavy socks 
for the ones with cold feet, a candle to light your way home in 
the dark, etc., will ‘build up an intriguing lobby that'll really 
draw extra business. 


GHOST STORY CONTEST 


Everyone has a favorite ghost story, so go after your news- 
paper editor to run a contest for the best spook tales which can 
be written in 200 words or less. Passes go to the best 25 entries. 
In the event of a turndown from the paper,try working the com- 
petition in co-operation with the English classes of the local 
schools. An offer of free theatre tickets should certainly get a 
rise out of students who ordinarily consider composition writing 
an arduous task. The ghost stories can be done as homework 
in order not to interfere with the regular courses.

Another 
“question” you might spring in the newspapers is WOMEN 
LOVE DANGER—WHY?—asking for explanations of women’s 
thirst for adventure, thrills and excitement.

Also list the starting time 
with the advice to see it from the beginning to enjoy the chills 
and thrills. 


For a novel “audience” stunt, try stopping the film immedi- 
ately before the exposure and capture of the killer. Insert a slide 
telling the audience that the culprit is about to be shown and 
asking if they think they have the correct solution. Say that it’s 
a test for their sleuthing prowess. Then go on with the running 
of the picture. At the finish put on another slide asking, “Well, 
did you guess it right?”
